Russia Planning to Replace Missiles 
Rockets in Silos Reported to Be Changed for Mobile Ones

WASHINGTON — The Soviet 
Union has told the United States in 
Geneva that it will replace older 
SS-11 intercontinental ballistic 
missiles in silos with new SS-25 
ICBMs to avoid undercutting what 
Moscow considezs to be its limits 
under the unratitisd strategic arms 
limitation agreement, according to 
sources. - 

Moscow said it would initially 
deploy 18 of the new mobile single- 
wathead SS-25s and remove 20 SS- 
115 from silos, sources said.
